What I can look at today and see as a 
blessing, is that Amanda had Asthma. I was just beginning to learn about herbs, my mother 
had studied them for years, and used Lobelia to calm her bronchials when she had an asthma 
attack. Then we were introduced to a green barley juice. I put her and my son, who was 
two, on the juice. I no longer gave them milk to drink but gave them thia juice instead. 
After their first serving they no longer had another asthma attack. Why am I telling you 
thia? We have not been to a doctor since the birth of my daughter 24 years ago, so I do 
not know if she would h 

ave been diagnosed with down syndrome or if she was indeed a mongoloid. I was treated by 
a midwife and s o there were no tests run. I deveioped placenta previa six months into 
my pregancy and then was under a doctors watchful eye. Amanda was delivered by cessarian 
at seven months, very healthy by all standards. 

Looking back on her life and drinking the green barley I feel it may have been the thing 
that has changed her life. She has just graduated from BYU-Hawaii in Social Work. She 
spent last summer in Alaska working in Denali and is in every way "normal" If making that 
small dietary change made the difference, I am eternally grateful. I just wanted you to 
know about our experience and if you want to know more I would be happy to share pictures 
of Amanda then and now, or answer any guestions you might have.

MiJce thanks for giving me the opportunity to articulate the four (4) "big picture" 
priorities for the Department of Health and Social Services. I hope you will hear the 
overriding theme for our future direction: helping individuals and families create safe 
and healthy communities .. 
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(1) , Substance Abuse - substance abuse affects every family and comraunity in Alaska. It 
is a contributing factor in suicides, crime, unemployment, domestic violence, child abuse, 
school dropouts, juvenile delinquency, etc. Although we have a number of initiatives 
underway designed to prevent the use of alcohol and other drugs {i. e. the Prevention of 
Underage Drinking Initiative) and treat those with serious substance abuse/chemical 
dependency problems - we need to develop a public/private partnership and long term 
strategy to significantly reduce the use of alcohol and other drugs in our State. 



(2) Health and Wellness - we have a population that has excessive rates of tobacco 

use, binge drinking, cancer, heart disease, sexually transmitted diseases, cardio- 
pulmonary problems, diabetes and obesity (especially in kidsj . We need to work to ensure 
people take "Personal Responsibility" for their own health and wellbeing. 



(3) Healthcare Reform - our health care system contlnues to be fragmented and 
uncoordinated and .... frankly doesn't produce the kinds of outcomes we expect. Our 
Medicaid budget has grown to $1.2 billion dollars and supports a broad array of programs 
and services - but is it the best mix of services for the money we spend? The Medicaid 
"benefit package" needs to be re-configured to better meet the health needs of Medicaid 
recipients and their families in a more cost effective and efficient manner. We also need 
to address the uninsured problem in Alaska because "we" are paying for w very expensive" 
care through increased use of emergency rooms and people waiting too long to get care - 
resulting in more serious, chronic conditions. Implementing a disease management program 
is a potential solution. 



(4) Long Term Care - Seniors are our fastest growing population in Alaska. What kinds 

of services do we want for our aging parents (and grandparents) in order to keep them at 
home in their own communities? The services currently range from in home supports like 
personal care assistance, assisted living homes (i. e. the Pioneer Homes) to nursing homes 
Is this the best configuration? We are developing a strategic plan to determine how best 
to meet the needs of our aging population over the next decade and beyond. 



This is a very "broad brush", high level description of what we think we should focus on 
over the next 2+ years. Needless to say we still need to ensure kids are saf e through our 
Office of Children's Services, that both kids and communities are safe through our 
Juvenile Justice programs, that developmentally disabled kids and adults have access to 
quality services and supports, that individuals and families get the kind of financial and 
vocational supports they need through our Public Assistance programs and that we continue 
to ensure we successfully fulfill our numerous public health functions.
